The purpose cf the visit wae to be advized on problem areae encountered 
by ACIC in its effarte to priat a chart (IN-47, Bahame Lalande (Cuba) on 
special scluble paper. from @ stock of 300 sheets of special paper pro- 
vided by CIA, ACIC was able te print apprezimately 259 usable charts. 


2. ACIC encountered a number of problene in pristing the chart, 
among which ineluded the following: 


(a) ue te the flimsy quality of the paper it was ispossible 
te print a chart in the sorwal suuber of colors. Ip the case of JH-k? the 
nerual mumber of celere is twelve. With ordinary chart paper thie seans 
tuning the paper through the press eceveral tines, Selecting four celors 
at random, the soluble paper 34-47 was run once tarough a fvur-coler press 
with fair avecess, bet with 100 per ceat wattage. YVhis was due to the fact 
that the paper split and stuck to the blanket of the preas, The paper 
Coulé not be printed on the “felt” sida because of the sticky quality. ay 
experimenting the printers diseevered they could use the “wrong” side of 
the paper. Registration inaccuracy is 6/105 ef an inch as opposed to 1/100 
of an inch for nerual JM charts. Other probiens encountered with the paper 
were the following: 


(1) it wae met finteh-trimed; 
(2) Paper wae not of the proper size; 


(3) The paper was act assenbled uniforaly; that 
ia, ail sheets were act with the felt aide ep. Tastead, 
every fifth or sixth sheet wae piled in reverse order 
waking the printing precess puch lesger thar it would have 
been bad these detaile been taken care of by the paper 
wanul acturer, 


(h) ACIC was able to print om the paper only after coating the 
paper with a two-part wax and one part lithographic tint base. This in ae way 
affected the solubility of the paper. 7

(e} aClG pointed out that printing costs increase by 900 per 
eent when using thie type of paper. 


(4) ACIC feels that Americas paper coupanies have in being or 
can develey the sane type paper but with better priating quaiities, They 
provided addresses aud nmees of two ergamisations thet eould posaibly take 
care of the salebliity paper requirements. 


3. Aci was Interested in amounts of printing thet would be re~ 
quired ia the feture, Based on information obtained frou LDSALIST Seetion, 
1 advised that probably 16 J's and § GC's in 100 copies each would be re- 
quired in the not toe distant future. This requirement would eail for at 
jeaet 50,000 sheets of paper. Tf 1:200 series target charts were te be 
printeé on soluble paper, the amount ef stock required would be astronomical. 
There are over 2,000 target charts presently printed for the Seviet-Satellite 
serene, (1: 200,000 seale charts are being considered fer target Séentification 
in sercing the IRS nevigation system, > 


4, aClO further pointed out that Headquarters Air force would have te 
provide direction in any terther printing on soluble paper fer this project. 
In view of technical problems and subsequent ices of press time, ACIC’s 
normal printing would of necessity mutter. Headquarters Air Force will kave 
to provide pricrities to St. Louis im order for then tc proceed eny further on 
thie project. They recommended too that as ACIC employee be cleared to wor® 
an this preject on a reguler full-time basis. 


ta) If the requirement for printing on sceluble paper still abides, 
fast action should be taken te obtain a paper in the 8. 5. that meets both the 
o¢imting qualities and solubility characteriatics desires. 


(b) 4m aeseaseent. should be wade for the neac of 4:2060 O30 eeries 
target charts for utilization fe the type Bevigation euvisaged for the vehicle. 


(e} That an aClC requirements individeal be cleared for this pro- 
ject to follow through on charting problems, 


(dé) Thet Headquarters Air force, threwmh Coleone? Geary and AFCLE, 


be brought more deeply icto the predles in order to establish priorities for 
ACIG to produce OXCAST charts.
